LECTURE BY THE REV. T. C. 
HAMMOND. 


The Rev. T. C. Hammond, M.A. ata 
meeting in the Metropolitan Hall, Dublia, 
ast mght, further replied to the lecture en- 
titled “ Catholicism or ” which was de- 
uvered by the Rev. Father Ronald Knox on 
last Sunday afternoon.

At a lecture which he delivered in the 

Protestant Schools, Portarlington, on Mon- 
day night, on the “ Future of Ireland,” the 
Rev. Dudley Fletcher first spoke of the part 
taken by Irishmen in the European War, 
afterwards tracing the history of the Dublin 
rebellion, which, he said, came like a bolt 
from the blue at a time when the Govern- 
ment of the country was quite unprepared 
or it. 
Afterwards, he said, the British Govern- 
ment surrendered at a time when the rebels 
were on their last legs. What happened 
after that? he asked. “One set..ef Irishmen 
were’ kicked out of their jobs and another 
set of Irishmen were put in, and the country 
now had to pay the pensions of one and the 
salaries of the other. 

As to what was likely to be the future of 
the country, he said that the first fact that 
they had to face was partition. He was sorry 
that it was inevitable. It semed laughable 
to hear Mr. de Valera declaring against the 
partition of Ireland, and | 
man who brought it about. They had a 
settled Government before the revolution 
took place. ‘he Free State had hopes that 
the next generation -would be all Irish 
speakers, but in the North they would stick 
to the English language. He gxpressed the 
opinion that, if they could ha¥e united in 
accepting the Act of 1920, they would be 
better off than at present. 

He was afraid that for a considerable time 
Ireland would be a poor country. He re- 
ferred to the destruction of mansions, and 
Said that it would be a long time before 
the people who owned those houses would 
come back and spend their money amongst 
them. He thought that the Irish Free 
State Constitution was an excellent one. 
There might be one or two things in it 
which, were foolish, and he thought it de- 
cidedly foolish. that the official language ol 
the Free State was Irish. Under the Con- 
stitution they enjoyed the fullest measure of 
liberty, political, civil and religious. . As 4 
convinced Protestant, as a loyal subject of 
King George, he considered that he had just 
as much liberty under the present Govern- 
ment as under the old régime. What was 
more, he felt more at home. 

They were prepared now to receive every 
or with open arms who would do any good 
fof the country. They invited Protestant 
Germany to come over and help to develop 
their electrical power, the Belgians to make 
their sugar, and the French to clean their 
streets. Then, as to John Bull, he saw 
that the farmers of Waterford were inviting 
him and his wife and daughter to come over 
and live in their country and hunt their Irish 
foxes, stags and hares, in the free air of 
Ireland, on the best hunters in the world, 

IRELAND’S POSITION. 

The future prosperity of Ireland, he said, 
would depend to a very large extent upon 
their realisation of ‘he pé beneits that 
Ireland will obtain from her position in the 
Empire. Let Ireland become really  im- 
perialistic, ard he thought that they woula 
go ahead like weeere oe ee Naí 
be compared to a great industrial company ; 
a company which Ireland did her full share to 
to build up; and Ireland expected to reap 
some profits from her work. . After the 
way that the English Government had treated 
her loval friends, he had no love for John Bull, 
but he knew that there was money and good

A LECTURE ON PRINTING. 

Printing and Printing Machinery was the 
subject of an interesting lecture by Mr. C. L. 
Stern, of Linotype and Machinery Company, 
Limited, Londoo, in the Technical Institute, 
Bolton street, Dublin, last night. 

Mr. J. J. Simington, who occupied the 
chair, said that their Technical School, which 
had been built and placed at their services 
some years ago, was one of which any city 
should be proud. He hoped that the lectures 
which were now being organised would instil 
a new enthusiasm, not alone in, the students, 
who would have the immediate advautage of 
them, but in citizens, employers, leaders of 
trade, who by their ‘support could fhake the 
schools a greater success even than they .had 
been in the past. 

He was glid to learn that a distigguished 
student:of the Technical School had secured 
the very highest mark of efficiency which was 
in the gift of the City and 'Guilds of London 
Institute. He referred to Mr. J: C. Dempsey, 
who in. the 1925 -examinations “had secured 
for typography and ,sconapositors’ swerk the 
irst prize bronze medal awarded ‘by that 
Institute. The Chairman thén presented Mr. 
Dempsey with the medal. and. certificate. 

Mr. Stern smd' that in the course’ of ‘his 
travels on ‘behalf of bis firm in the United 
States, Canada, Australia, and on the Con- 
tinent of Europe he had found that while 
printers: in one country did their work 
in a different’ way from those in 
another; the results were about. the same, 
The ‘conditions, in printing varied consider- 
ably.’ In cold; dry countries, printing was 
much better than in damp countries. In the 
western part of the United States the results 
were better than in the east. In Canada the 
same thing applied—the. further they were 
away from the coast the better the results, 
especially ‘with colour work. In central 
Germany much the same thing applied. 

The reason was that in a dry atmosphere 
there was less spoilage and ‘shrinking of the 
paper. In France, Italy and Scandinavia 
the same conditions prevailed as in this 
country, which was entirely surrounded by 
the sea. Yet when all was said’and done he 
had failed to see in all his travels that on 
the general line of the higher class hundred 
per cent. a that there was anything 
done. anywhere better than was done in this 
country. It was simply a question of good 
work good machines. The good man 
could always yet rood work out of the good 
machines. lf the wmaster-printer wanted 
hundred per cent. work he had got to put in 
hundred per cent. machines. and hundred per 
cent. material, 

Mr, Stern illustratéd © his lecturé with 
lantern slides, showing the various kinds’ of 
machines manufactured by the Linotype Com- 
pany, pointing eut the different qualities of 
each ‘machine,

The subject of achcol eduewtion ‘wid what it 
should aim’ at was discussed by Mr: Sparkhall 
Brown, who “ectured op “Marketing Irish 
Kducation’?. at the weekly lunch of thé 
Publicity Club of Ireland at Clery’s 
Restaurant, Dublin, yesterday. 
_ Mr. Brown maintained that a boy’s future 
depended more on the mental character he 
acl acquired in-school than on anything else. 
A boy leaving school shoulds have the habit 
of industry as opposed to idleness; he should 
have thoroughness, concentration and single- 
ness af purpose, 

The’ lecturer. had Jittle admiration for the 
work .of secondary schools in Ireland and 
England. ‘There was, he said, a misguided 
attempt to force-a..boy with no aptitude or 
hking to learn certam ' stbjects; many of 
which were purely book subjects, and which, 
even if acquired, would form no valuable part 
of the boy's life. This was a very. harmful 
thing, developing in boys every. undesirable 
trart. ' 

He doubted if mote than two per cént. of 
a boys: edncation was, nttained at school. 
Liducationalists whe were drawing up pro- 
gfammes generally he their minds: fixed: on 
thé tvpé of “bhwy whio really formed the 
minority, and. ignored the existence of. the 
enormous, crowd oí boys—the “plain, undis- 
tinguished type 6f schoolboy;who afterwards 
formed the majority of the community, the 
hoy- who counted for little. at sehool, but 
lor &. great-deal- in later life.

TARIFFS ON FOOD. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Your article under the above heading 
states that a case might be made out for »

demand has existed. In giving notice last 
September that a programme of eleven sales 
of Irish cattle had been arranged at centres 
in England, an association in that country 
stated that heifers entered for these sales, at 
which prizes’ were to be given, must be 
warranted ftee-from the bull, such warranty 
to be given in writing. In a recent letter, 
which you were good enough to print, I advo- 
cated that the State should give a grant for 
every calf born of a dairy cow registered by 
the Department: of Agriculture and sired by a 
registered dairy bull. Such a grant would 
enhance the value of the calf to the owner to 
& greater: amount. than it would take from the 
Treasury, and would stimulate the growth of 
cow-testing associations, and, with it, of the 
dairy industry. The associations would be 
rendered more efficient by increase in member- 
ship and. reduction in the area of their opera- 
tions; and‘the milk supplied by their mem- 
bers would. lead to an increase in the number 
of creameries and a larger quantity of butter 
produced under the conditions of the Dairy 
Produce Act. 
Such measures as the above; though entail- 
ing public expenditure, would, I venture to

RENT CONTROL, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sre,—Your article in to-day’s issue drawing 
the public’s.attention to the urgent necessity 
of expressing its opinion as to what is really 
required in the way of future legislation next 
June, when.the present Rent Act will expire, 
prompts me to submit to your readers, and 
possibly our legislators, a few economic 
aspects of the question. Views advanced 
from associations, either exclusively landlord 
or tenant, can bear little weight; both will 
be prejudiced, and, therefore, uneconomic. 
Your reference to the recent remark in Court, 
that it is impossibe to-day to find a '“ house 
to let,” reqyires little explanation. Land- 
lords, or, to use a more correct term, owners, 
who obtain possession of their houses, im- 
mediately sell, exporting from this State the 
capital received, by way of investment in 
some foreign or British stock or industrial 
undertaking. -It is really appalling to con- 
sider the amount of capital, that otherwise 
would have been available for housing, that 
has been lost to the State since 1920. 

The tenant in occupation of a controlled 
house is loath to leave, because, in the first 
place, were he able to afford to build for 
himself, taking advantage of subsidy and 
rate remission, it would be still more expen- 
sive than the rent he at present pays. Surely 
this is uneconomic in the extreme. Either 
the amount of . permitted increases should 
have at least been sufficient to bring old and 
new to the same level. or the subsidy and 
rate remission sufficient to reduce the rent of 


a new house to the same level as that of the 
sontrolied one.

FARMERS AND ROADS, 

TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The arguments forcefully and 
temperately advanced in Colonel O’Callaghan- 
Westropp’s letter, in your issue of the 27th 
instant, have been carefully considered by 
my Committee. His letter such an im- 
portant contribution to the transport discus- 
sion as to justify the Committee in asking 
you to find space for the following statement 
in reply :— 

The Committee notes with great satis- 
faction that there is now Resonate accord on 
main issues between the declared views of 
Colonel O'Callaghan-Westropp and the in- 
terests which he represents, and the policy 
and proposals of the Irish Motorists’ Union. 
Having regard to the vital importance of 
efficient road tramsport to agricultural in- 
terests,, the Conimittee, however, strongly 
urge that the 1913-1914 standard of road 
maintenance should now be taken as the 
minimum measure of ratepayers’ responsi- 
bility for maintenance charges. 

The Committee submit that a curtailment 
of road expenditure must inevitably involve 
ratepayers in losses altogether dispropor- 
tionate to any possible reduction in local 
rates. The cost of transport on existing 
roads involves extremely heavy ‘indirect ”’ 
taxation, in the form of high and recurring 
transport costs, which ultimately fall upon 
ratepayers generally. This extremely vicious 
form of ‘‘ indirect,’ and avoidable, taxation 
at present amounts to several hundreds of 
thousands of pounds annually. The Com- 
mittee have urged, and will continue to urge, 
that the yearly product of motor taxes should 
be capitalised and applied without delay to 
the work of permanent road reconstruction. 
The present yield of Free State motor taxa- 
tion is a sufficient guarantee for a loan of 
£6,000,000 or £8,000,000 the" expenditure of 
which would relieve ratepayers of much 
heavy and wasteful expenditure upon the 
“maintenaidce ' of roads, which are alto- 
gether unsuitable for motor services. 

The Committee are fully alive to the im- 
portance of preserving portions of all road- 
ways f@ horse and cattle traffic, and are 
fully satisfied that such provision is not only 
practicable, but is calculated materially to 
reduce the capital costs of necessary road re- 
construction. The members of the Committee 
unreservedly join with Colonel O’Callaghan- 
Westropp in deploring the actions of a few 
inconsiderate motorists, and entirely concur 
in his view that such actions create avoidable

Further, there an order 
(which does not, however, 
country) called “ The Labelling 
Order, 1924,” which came into 
the ist January, 1926, and states that 
‘‘every preparation containing any poison 
must be labelled with the percentage which 
that poison bears to the other ingredients.” 
Therefore, every apple sold in England 
should be so labelled and, in addition, only 
sold by a registered chemist and druggist.—
